GEORGE ROY TELLS OF 
EARLY DAYS OF WEST 


Intoresting Reminiscenses of an Old 
Timer, Who Has Been Registrar in 
Edmonton 22 Years—Has Seen the 
Frontier Post Develope into a Cos- 
mopolitan City. 


Among the interesting reminiscences 
of the old timers of the weet perbaps 
hone are fuller of human interest than 
those of George Roy, registrar of the Ed- 
monton District for the past 22 years. 
‘From the time he left Detroit away back 
fin 1870 and set his face westward, deter. 
‘mined to east in his lot with the pioneer 
settler in the sparsely settled west, up 
to the present time when he finds himself 
living in the midst of the coming basi- 
ness and commercial metropolis of West- 
érn Canada, he has seen many changes 
and hes had many experiences that are 
full of interest, 

Towards the Setting Bun. 
left his home in Detroit in 
June, 1870, bound for the west to seek 
his fortune, Te was a young man full 
of hope in the mysterious future whieh 
stretched alluringly before him, albeit 
somewhat obscure, When he reached 
Pembina, on the boundaries of Manitoba 
he found his way barred by armed men 
who kept vigilant watch that none but 
the faithful shonld pass. These were the 
soldiers of the brave though foolhardy 
Louis Reid who was leading the rebels in 
their rising against the establishment of 
an new form of government which they 
feared would rob them of their homes. 
Roy and his party were accordingly de- 
tained until a pass was obtained — for 
them from Reid who was at Port Garry. 
After receiving it they at once pushed on 
arriving in Port Garry, or Winnipeg as 
it is now known, when the rebellion was 
practically

and moved his office into that building, 
doing business in a small room about 
T2x20 feet.
